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Rights  Bill  Past  House; 
‘Task  Now  For  Senate’ 


Senators  Approve  Two 

Two  resolutions  were  passed  and  one  tabled  for  future 
consideration  by  the  ASBYU  Senate  in  a meeting  held  Mon- 
day evening. 

THE  TABLED  resolution  was  made  to  be  a “resolution 
to  recommend  acceptance  of  a Graduate  Student  Scholarship 
Fund.”  The  resolution  to  be  made 


to  the  University  Administration 
provided  for  acceptance  of  a 
special  scholarship  fund  for  grad- 
uate students.  Money  for  the  pro- 
gram would  be  obtained  through 
voluntary  contributions  of  Brig- 
ham Young  University  students. 

The  vote  after  debate  tabled  it 
until  further  additions  to  the  bill 
would  be  made  to  insure  the  stu- 
dentbody  of  a worthwhile  pro- 
ject. 

OF  THE  two  resolutions  which 
were  passed,  one  concerned  a 
change  in  some  policies  of  the  J. 
Reuben  Clark  Library.  Included 
in  this  resolution  were  that  a new 
and  clearer  way  for  students  to 
read  the  serial  index  on  the  main 
floor  of  the  library  should  be  add- 
ed. 

The  third  resolution  passed, 
sponsored  by  Jens  Madsen,  a 
member  of  the  soccer  team  was 
made  to  recommend  the  Univer- 
sity’s financial  support  of  the 
soccer  team.  The  squad  which  is 
one  of  the  top  teams  in  this  area 
is  now  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  intramurals  department.  It 
has  an  extra-mural  standing  and 
competes  with  schools  and  other 
soccer  clubs  around  this  area.  It 
wants  to  be  considered  for  finan- 
cial support  which  is  now  being 
paid  for  partly  by  the  Physical 
Education  department  and  mostly 
by  the  members  of  the  team  it- 
self. The  resolution  was  passed 
unanimously. 

THESE  recommendations  pas- 
sed will  now  be  given  to  the  Ad- 
ministration of  the  University  for 
their  consideration  and  approval.

p.m.  both  days.  A closed-circuit 
television  camera  has  been  in- 
stalled to  give  students  a better, 
vantage  point. 

The  computer,  located  in  the ! 
basement  C-wing  of  the  Smoot  | 
Administration  Building  can  read- 
60, 000  characters  per  second,  and  j 
do  62,500  additions  per  second. ! 
The  rapid  printer  is  capable  of 
typing  600  lines  of  132  characters 
per  line  per  minute. 

THE  COMPUTER  facilitated 
the  rapid  processing  of  student 
grades  at  the  end  of  the  last  se- 
mester, and  is  presently  engaged 
in  turning  out  class  rolls.  This 
task  has  taken  as  much  as  two 
weeks  in  the  past  but  will  now  be 
finished  only  five  days  after  reg- 
istration. 

The  machine  is  also  capable  of 
writing  poetry,  composing  music, 
translating  foreign  languages, 
and  solving  math  and  science 
problems  which  would  take  a 
man,  not  having  the  use  of  such  a 
machine,  several  lifetimes  to 
complete.

Ghana  Criticizes 
U.  S.  Negro 
For  Flag  Defense 

ACCRA,  GHANA,  .(UPD— An- 
official  government  party  news- 
paper Monday  attacked  Ameri- 
can Negro  diplomat  Emerson 
Player  as  a “Judas”  for  defend- 
ing the  U.S.  flag  and  hinted  of 
possible  expulsions  of  more 
Americans  from  Ghana. 

PLAYER  RECEIVED  a person- 
al message  from  President  John- 
son Monday,  commending  him 
for  “your  bravery  in  protecting 
the  American  flag.” 

When  a mob  of  Ghanaians  pull- 
ed down  the  U.S.  flag  during  an- 
ti-American demonstrations  at 
the  embassy  last  week,  Player 
rushed  out,  seized  the  banner  and 
ran  it  up  the  staff. 

“I  AM  PROUD  to  be  an  Amer- 
ican,” was  Player’s  comment 
when  he  received.  Johnson’s 
message. 

But  the  Ghanaian  Times,  publi- 
cation of  President  Kwame  Nkru- 
mah’s  convention  peoples  party, 
denounced  all  American  Negro 
diplomats  as  “skunks  and  Ju- 
dases,” 


WASHINGTON,  (UPI)  — The 
House  Monday  passed  and  sent 
to  the  Senate  a Civil  Rights  Bill 
broader,  tougher  and  more  con- 
troversial than  any  anti-discrim- 
ination measure  since  the  Civil 
War  reconstruction.  P r e s i dent 
Johnson  hailed  the  vote  as  “An 
historic  step  forward  for  the 
cause  of  human,  dignity  in  Amer- 
ica.” 

“Now  the  task  is  for  the  Sen- 
ate,” Johnson  said  in  a White 
House  statement.  “I  hope  the 
same  spirit  of  nonpartisanship  | 
will  prevail  there  to  assure  pas- 
sage of  this  bill,  guaranteeing^the 
fundamental  rights  of  all  Amer- 
icans.” 

VOTING  FOR  the  bill  were  152 
Democrats  and  138  Republicans. 
Voting  against  it  were  96  Demo- 
crats and  34  Republicans. 

Top  Negro  leaders  were  in  the 
jammed  House  galleries  as  the 
final  vote  was  taken.  Roy  Wil- 
kins, Executive  Secretary  of  the 
National  Association  for  the  Ad- 
vancement of  Colored  People 
(NAACP),  said  the  vote  was 
“proof  that  the  growing  demand 
of  equal  rights  for  all  citizens 
can  be  translated  into  effective 
legislation.” 

“We  are  aware  of  the  dire  pre- 
dictions that  have  been  made 
about  what  the  Senate  will  do  to 
the  bill  when  it  gets  there,”  Wil- 
kins said.  “We  do  not  believe 
them.” 

PRESIDENT  Johnson  also 


said  in  a White  House  statement 
that  Congress’  action  of  the  Civil 
Rights  Bill  this  week  and  the  Tax 
Reduction  Bill  last  week  proved 
that  Congress  can  act  effectively 
“to  meet  the  issues  facing  our 
country. 

“The  overwhelming  passage  of 
the  Civil  Rights  Bill  marked  an 
historic  step  forward  for  the 
cause  of  human  dignity  in  Amer- 
ica. It  represents  a culmination 
of  long  months  of  hard  work  by 
men  of  goodwill  in  both  parties.”
